Robert Burns, legal adviser to 
Ibe QPP Association, said exact 
figures for the voting were not 
immediately available but said 
the motion to strike had been 
carried by a "strong majority j 
of those present.” 

The transport planes would be i 
used to deploy the troops to key, 
points in the province, and 1 
informants said more members; 
of the "Van Doos" could bej 
called up for police duty U 1 
necessary. 

NKAR QUEBEC CITY 

The troop* are at Camp, 
Valcartier, near Quebec City, I 
and the planes at the Quebec | 
City airport. 

Officially, the defence depart-' 
ment merely said the three 
companies of troops were on 
mobile command manoeuvres. 

Informants said there have 
been negotiations between 
Ottawa and Quebec most of this 
week concerning possible use of 
the army as police. 

Sources said the exercise was 
planned as an elaborate cover j 
for assumption of police duties 
in case Quebec provincial! 
policemen voted to strike im¬ 
mediately.

VERDUN, France (UPI) - 
More than 500,000 persons wHl 
join President de Gaulle today 
in commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Verdun, France’s greatest 
military victory and the long¬ 
est and bloodiest battle in the 
history'of war 


Thousands of pilgrims Fri¬ 
day ja...*. .. highways and 
railroads leading into this 
historic fortress city. 


It was in the Battle o< 
Verdun, lasting more than 500 
days in 1916 and 1917. that the 
French held and finally Bung 
back the invading Germans in 
die First World War. 

More than 400,0U0 French¬ 
men and more than 300.000 
Germans died in the holo¬ 
caust. 

* * * 

Today and Sunday morning 
de Gaulle will lead the nation 
in all-French Commemora¬ 


tions of what Frenchmen re¬ 
member with pride as a" 
all-French victory. The cere¬ 
monies will be climaxed by a 
broadcast speech to the nation 
by de Gaulle at noon Sunday.

T HE HUBBUB OVER gasoline prices in British 
Columbia which instigated a recent Royal Com¬ 
mission on the subject looks like breaking out again 
in the Victoria area where some dealers have in¬ 
ti cased their prices by one cent a gallon, while others 
have not. 

r Regular gasoline in Victoria is selling from 39.9 
cents a gallon by some independents to 42.9 cents a 
gallon by m small minority, with the rest selling at 
41.9 cents. 

It would be wrong to assume, however, that the 
present situation is going to create another gas price- 
war in which prices will be slashed. Indeed most deal- 
ore are no longer buying on consignment from the 
refiners, as they were forced to do when the war was 
in progress. They are again outright buyers and are 
making their profit from whatever mark-up they 
charge, and this is a matter to be decided by each 
individual operator. 

The present retail mark-up for those charging 
41.9 cents a gallon is seven cents. A number of op¬ 
erators say this is not sufficient to meet present-day 
costs, and compares unfavorably with the 8' _, cents 
a gallon mark-up that was charged before the gas 
war brought on consignment buying. 

Some operators who have increased their price to 
42.9 cents a gallon say that they have done so to 
meet the cost of various tree-gift promotional con¬ 
tests lieing staged by some of the refining companies. 

The oil companies concerned do not take this 
view. Despite the fact that their dealers are being 
c harged from 5 cents to 1 cent for the entry form on 
each purchase made at their stations, most of them 
are said to be doing bigger gallonage than before 
the contests were initiated. 

It is thus generally felt in the industry that the 
contests are merely being used as an excuse to have 
the local gasoline mark-up raised to something nearer 
its pre-price-war level. 

Meantime it has to be seen whether the service 
stations making the higher charge will be able to re¬ 
lain their customers when the same gaaoline can be 
obtained elsewhere at a cent a gallon lower price. 

At present, they may be doing so for it is only 
the odd motorist who looks at the pike tag on the 
pump. He usually says "Till-her-up" and pays, or 
signs for, the amount asked. 

Once he knows that a three-cent spread in gaso¬ 
line prices is now available locally he may become 
more inquisitive.

SECTION 128 (18) Lane Direction Control Signals 

Where lane direction control signals are placed 
over individual lanes of a highway, vehicular traffic 
may travel in any lane over which a green signal 
is shown, but shall not enter or travel upon any 
lane over which a red signal is shown. 

Comment 

An example of this type of lane direction con¬ 
trol signal may be found in Vancouver on Georgia 
Street, and on the road through Stanley Park to 
Lion’s Gate Bridge, e.g. In Stanley Park there is a 
three lane highway. The centre lane is used by 
city bound traffic In the mornings and in the 
evenings by traffic returning to North and West 
Vancouver. Lane direction is Indicated by such 
red and green direction control signals.

Strikes Disastrous 


Binding Labor Rulings 
Suggested by Minister

OTTAWA (CP)—Labor Minis¬ 
ter Nicholson said Friday a 
flood of disastrous strikes In re -1 
cent weeks seriously threatens! 
the economy. 

He listed as possibly the most 
serious the current dispute be¬ 
tween longshoremen in Mont¬ 
real, Trois-Rivieres and Que¬ 
bec City and the Shipping Fed¬ 
eration of Canada. 

Mr. Nicholson told the Com¬ 
mons of his planned interven¬ 
tion later in the day in an ef- 
fqrt to reach a settlement of a 
dispute which, he said, arises 
from technological changes. 
ARBITRATION 

Of the general strike picture, 
Mr. Nicholson said the solution 
may lie in some form of arbi¬ 
tration courts whose decisions 
would be binding on labor and 
management. 

On the whole, experience with 
such courts in other countries' 
was such that adoption of aj 
similar system in Canada mer¬ 
ited serious consideration. 

Mr. Nicholson said the Que¬ 
bec ports strike must be solved 
as quickly as possible. Huge 
quantities of western grain 
were waiting to be shipped and 
Quebec fanners were suffering 
f To m shortages of essential 


feeds for poultry and livestock, i 

Technological change in ship 
loading made it possible to re¬ 
duce the dock labor force by 10 
per cent. The men couldn't be 
blamed for being worried about 
this job reduction. Nor could 
the shippers be blamed for 
wanting to make changes to 
keep the three St. Lawrence 
ports competitive. 

Solutions for strikes and 
threatened strikes must be 
found “to prevent matters from 
getting completely out of 
hand,” he said. 

Par* of the labor troubles 
grew from a period of unprece¬ 
dented prosperity. Employment 
in 1965 was up by 250,000 for 
the first time since the out¬ 
break of the Second World War. 
SPENDING 

Employment totalled more 
than 7,000.000 and unemploy¬ 
ment. on the decline, was only 
slightly above the three-per¬ 
cent figure proposed by the eco¬ 
nomic council as a target. At 
the same time, purchasing 
power had substantially in¬ 
creased. 

Mr. Nicholson spoke as the 
Commons opened examination 
of his department's proposed 
spening program for 1966-67. 


Outside the House, Mr. Ntch- 
olson’a department released a-J 
report saying there were 108 
work stoppages in April involv¬ 
ing 50,838 workers, compared 
with 90 stoppages affecting 30,- 
079 workers in the previous 
month and 66 stoppages involv¬ 
ing 11,612 workers In April, 
1965. 

The minister told the Com¬ 
mons he hopes Parliament 
won't have to deal with the 
Freedman report on railway 
run-throughs. He had been as¬ 
sured by the railways and rail¬ 
ways and railway unions that 
they were working toward an 
agreed formula to deal with the 
problem. 

Businesses affected by the 
hours-of-work provisions of the 
new Labor Standards Code had 
been urged to work out agreed 
systems of meeting the five- 
day, 40 - hour week provision 
within a reasonable period.

Commercial Transport Min-, 
later Bonner says British Oohim-' 
bia’s first pipeline for solid 
materials may be in operation 
this fall. 

Mr. Bonner said in an inter¬ 
view that Pacific Diatom ite 
Ltd., of Edmonton has applied 
to his department to build a 
seven-mile line near Quesnel in 
north-central B.C 

He could see no obstacles in 
the way of the application. The 
four-inch pipeline would trans¬ 
port fossilized earth used in 
fertilizer manufacturing from 
a mine near Quesnel to Barlow 
Station on the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway line. 

The pipeline could move up 
to 120 tons of the earth In sol¬ 
ution a day. Fossilized earth, 
used to keep fertilizer from be¬ 
coming lumpy is now imported 
from the United States.

Sowing Never Over 


K< Yl. 1. < IIKSM I 

As June approaches^ there is .wiiip- 
thing ot 8 tendency among inexperi¬ 
enced gardeners to (eel that all the 
planting and sowing is dime for the 
year, and there is nothing more to be 
done noiv except to keep the grass 
cut and the garden weeded and cultt- 
vaied. This is a mistake. 

There is ALWAYS something to be 
sown or planted, and in our family. 
I don't think a single month of the 
year goes by when seeds or bulbs of 
one kind or another are not started 
* * * 

Take gladiolus, for instance. Several 
years ago I found a garden shop in 
town with k substantial number of 
bulbs still unsold, and the proprietor 
was cutting his losses by offering them 
considerably less than half price. 
Although this was well into June, the 
bulbs were in excellent condition, firm 
and hard and not too badly sprouted, 
and as the varieties were the expensive 
kinds I couldn't afford at the regular 
prices, I took a chance and bought 
them. 

Planted late into warm soil, those 
bulbs forged ahead, making growth at 
a far more rapid pace than the early 


phinUngs, and at the end of the season 
there wasn't a great deal of difference 
in the flowering time, The bulbs from 
this planting arc among my most 
treasured possessions today. 

* * * 

In the vegetable plot, we are bung¬ 
ing seeds in the ground all summer 
long, for with a lot of the fast-grrrtving 
kinds, the only way to avoid gluts and 
to maintain an uninterrupted supply of 
tender YOUNG vegetables to the table 
is to keep on making small succession 
sowings. This is true particularly of 
radishes, leaf lettuce, green onions from 
multiplier onion sets and those white 
table turnips, delicious when pulled at 
golf-ball size. 

Believe it or not, I have had ripe 
tomatoes from seeds sown directly in 
the open ground ax late as June. Here 
again, the warm soil and congenial 
growing conditions bring the plants 
along at a surprising rate, and these 
open-sown tomatoes have one big 
advantage over the set-out plants; they 
are never transplanted. They live their 
whole life, from seed germination until 
harvest, in the same ground, without 
any root disturbance at all; I have 
often wondered how much precious 


growing Ume is lost every time we 
transplant a tomato while live plant 
recovers from fhr inevitable injury to 

its roots 

The trick with all these lutc-M>wn 
open-ground seeds is to pull them up 
out of the ground in a hurryy by 
covering each seed with a jam jar until 
the seedling shows, then to thin them 
ruthlessly until each plant has ample 
elbow room in which to develop. 

* * * 

This technique is especially reward¬ 
ing with green peppers. There seems 
to be a feeling that these plants are 
sub-tropical and therefore difficult to 
grow in our climate, but If started late 
under warm conditions. I have found 
peppers, on the whole, somewhat easier 
to grow than tomatoes. 

For one thing, you don't have to 
wait for them to grow to maturity. 
Tomatoes aremt much good until they 
turn red, but even baby green peppers 
can be picked to impart their delicious 
flavor to salads, stews, hash and 
spaghetti. Incidentally, if you are 
lucky enough to own a home freezer 
green peppers can be picked and 
thrown into the freezer without any 
preparation of any kind.

P-I-j 500,000 Flocking to Verdun 
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VERDUN, France (UPI) — 
More than 500,000 persons will 
joan President ds Gaulle today 
in commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Verdun, France's greatest 
military victory and the long¬ 
est arid hkxxiiest battle in the 
history of war, 


Thousands of pilgrims Fri¬ 
day jammed highways and 
railroads leading into this 
historic fortress city. 


It was in the Battle of 
Verdun, lasting more than 500 
days in 1916 and 1917, that the 
French held and finally flung 
back the invading Germans in 
the First World War. 

Mare than 400,000 French¬ 
men and more than 100,000 
Germans died in the holo¬ 
caust.

Today and Stfftday morning 
de Gaulle will lead the nation

500,000 Flocking to Verdun 


VERDUN, France (UPI) - 
More than 500,000 persons will 
join President de Gaulle today 
In commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Verdun. Frances greatest 
military victory and the long¬ 
est and bloodiest battle m the 
history of war. 


Thousands of pilgrim* Fri¬ 
day jammed highways and 
railroads leading into this 
historic fortress city. 


It was in the Battle of 
Verdun, lasting more than 500 
days In 1916 and 1917, that the 
French held and finally Bung 
back the invading Germans in 
the First World War. 

Mare than 400,000 French¬ 
men and more than 300.000 
Germans died in the holo¬ 
caust. 

* * * 

Today and Sunday morning 
de Gaulle will lead the nation 
in all-French Commemora¬ 


tions of what Frenchmen re¬ 
member with pride as an 
all-French victory. The cere¬ 
monies will be climaxed by a 
broadcast speech to the nation 
by de Gaulle at noon Sunday.

Verdun, a smaH eastern 
French city of 30,000, already 
was jammed with pilgrims 
arriving by rail and road.
